1 . This Office Action is responsive to the amendment of 26 June 2009. Claims 1-8, 
14-21 and 27-34 are pending and allowed in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 14-21 and 27-34 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is "Cyclic Transfer Algorithms for Multivehicle 
Routing and Scheduling Problems" (Thompson) and "A personal-computer assisted 
decision support system decision support system for private versus common carrier 
selection" (Min). Applicant's arguments filed on June 26, 2009 (pages 15-16 in 
particular) are deemed to be persuasive and adequately reflect the Examiner's opinion 
as to why claims 1-8, 14-21 and 27-34 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
